DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-2, 4-5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to teach or suggest an image projector and method of operating the 
projector comprising: 

a light source that emits light; 

a light source driving section that supplies electric power to operate the 
light source; 

an image obtaining section that receives the projected image and obtains the 
image data to adjust the projected image; and 

a synchronous signal generating section that generates a signal as an operation 
reference, 

the synchronous signal generating section generating a first operation signal to 
determine operation timing of an electric current output of the light source driving 
section, and a second operation signal to determine operation timing for receiving the 
projected image and obtaining the image data by the image obtaining section, 
the light source driving section and the image obtaining section being synchronously 
operated, 

the image obtaining section obtaining the image data in a period of the same 
driving waveform in synchronization with the control of the driving waveform for 
supplying the electric power to the light source, and 
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the light source driving section changing an electric current while lighting the 
light source after the image obtaining section obtains the image data.
